In the past two weeks, Curdo and town 
officials worked toward finding a drain- 
age plan that would best accommodate 
everyone concerned—and appease the 
Bayberry Lane residents. 
The new proposal, to drain into a sand- 
pit area owned by the town would be less 
expensive in construction for Curdo. but 
he commented that for everyone con- 
cerned; it was not actually a better 
proposal. 
For himself, this new proposal would 
create the need for a 20-foot easement 
through one of the three lots in his subdi- 
Vision, devaluating the property consid- 
erably. In addition, the septic system for 
that lot will have to be changed, and 100 
feet of piping already laid would have to 
be removed. 
Bayberry Lane residents would have 
wound up having better street conditions 
after the dig than they do now, because 
Curdo had agreed to lay an additional 
top coat of one and one-half inches. 
In addition said Principal Planner 
Nancy Jeton, this proposal would also re- 
quire the removal of a lot of the vegeta- 
tion that serves as a buffer between the 
Chippy Lane development and the homes 
of those on Bayberry Lane. 
The board voted to approve the new 
proposal, giving Curdo the option to 
choose which plan under which he will 
accommodate drainage for the Chippy 
Lane development. 
As requested by the Building Depart- 
ment, the board conducted a site plan 
review of Andover Corporate Center, 
Building One, developed by Cabot, Cabot 
& Forbes. 
“The 5.6 acre site is located off Shattuck

Emergency Response System Begins 


Bon Secours Hospital, Bay State Merrimack 
Valley Ambulance service and the Andover 
Council on Aging have introduced a new in-home 
emergency response system for elderly, 
disabled and medically-at-risk residents of the 
Merrimack Valley. 

Lifeguard, an _ electronic communication 
system, provides emergency assistance at a 
touch of a button. It consists of a wireless 
pendant transmitter worn around the neck and a 
base unit about the size of a cable television box 
that attaches to a telephone. When the button on 
the pendant is pushed, a distress signal is sent to 
a monitor at Bay Stage Merrimack Valley 
Ambulance which is staffed with trained 
personnel who will respond with medical 
support if needed. 

“Lifeguard is a vital home care program 
which enhances a patient’s successful transition 
from the hospital to the home. It offers security 
and peace of mind for the patient and the 
family,’’ William L. Lane, Bon Secours Hospital 
president/chief executive officer, commented. 

‘The evaluation of a person’s need for the 
Lifeguard system is a part of the hospital’s 
discharge planning,”’ he explained. ‘‘Our social 
service department recommends when a person 
will need the system upon discharge and Bay 
State Merrimatk Valley Ambulance handles the 
installation of the equipment.”’ 

The Andover Council on Aging will coordinate 
the Lifeguard needs for Andover residents. 
‘Combined with our Meals on Wheels, Adult 
Day Care and Friendly Visitors programs, 
Lifeguard offers a coordinated long-term care 
program which allows elders to live 
independently in their own homes,’ said 
Dorothy Winn, coordinator of Elder Affairs, 
Andover. 

“There is a one-time $25 installation charge 
for Lifeguard and a $20 monthly subscriber fee.

The family’s adjusted 
income must fall between certain guidelines (for 
example, $20,592 to $29,696 for a family of 
three). Parents must be working or participat- 
ing in an approved training program, attending

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Boston Cecilia At Methuen 


‘rhe Boston Cecilia and the Great Organ at Methuen 
Memorial Music Hall, two musical institutions with distin- 
guished histories, will come together for a performance 
on Sunday, May 31, at 4 p.m. at the Methuen Musie Hall. 

The Boston-Cecilia ia-was formed in 1874 as an auxiliary 
chorus of the Harvard Musical Association and became an 
independent choral society in 1867. Highlights of their long 
and respected career include performances with the Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra at the dedication of Symphony 
Hall in 1900 and at the dedication of the Music Shed at 
Tanglewood in 1938. A concert tour of France in 1953 cul- 
minated in a performance before 8,000 people in Notre 
Dame Cathedral in Paris. The Boston Cecilia’s newest 
album, ‘‘Great Sacred Choruses,”’ recorded at the Me- 
thuen Music Hall, is available at the hall. 

Donald Teeters has been music director of the Boston 
Cecilia since 1968. He is a member of the organ faculty at 
the New England Conservatory of Music and music direc- 
tor at All Saints Church in Brookline. 

Barbara Bruns, organist and pianist for the perfor- 
mance, is associate conductor of the Boston Cecilia and 
director of music at St. Michael’s Church in Marblehead. 

The Great Organ at Methuen Memorial Music Hall be- 
gan life in 1863 when it was inaugurated as the principal 
musical and visual erhbellishment of the Boston Music 
Hall. Built in Germany bv F.F Waleker and Camnorw, 


the organ was the first concert hall organ in the United 
States. The fledgling Boston Cecilia sang many perfor- 
mances in its early years accompanied by. the soaring 
tone of the Boston Music Hall organ. With the founding of 
the Boston Symphony Orechestra, additional performance 
space was required and the organ was removed in 1884. It 
was acquired in 1897 by Edward F. Searles, who commis- 
sioned the noted architect Henry Vaughan to design a suit- 
able permanent home for the long neglected organ. The 
resulting hall in Methuen stands as an edifice of magnifi- 
cent design and splendid acoustics.

The Andover Histoical Society’s exhibit, **Ad- 
dison Le Boutillier: Andover Artist and Crafts- 
man,”’ has been extended through October 19 
Residents from Andover and North Andover, 
craftsmen devotees from the Greater Boston 
area and Grueby pottry collectors from New 
York City have all viewed this show with enthu- 
siasm. Addison Le Boutillier was part of the 
American arts and crafts movement that had 
Boston at its center. It is of particular interest to 
observe the work of this diverse Andover crafts- 
man who was a contributing member to this re- 
gional and national phenomena. 
Addison Brayton Le Boutillier was born to 
Rev. George Thomas and Sarah Upfield Le Bou- 
tillier in 1872 at Utica, N.Y. The Le Boutillier 
clan had emigrated to the United States in the 
1850s from the British Isle of Jersey where the 
had resided since the early 17th century. Posses- 
sing a natural talent for drawing from child- 
hood, Le Boutillier was attracted to the idea of 
becoming an architect as a teenager. Soon he 
was working in the architectural firm of S.S. 
Beman in Chicago, thanks to a connection made 
by his aunt. The young Addison was kept busy 
P assisting the Beman firm as they developed sev- 
eral commissions for the 1893 World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition. 

Following the close of the 1893 Chicago Fair, 
there was a slump in architectural commissons 
and Le Boutillier was laid off. He entered a con- 
test to design the letterhead of a Boston hard- 
ware company and won the competition and 
prize money. He decided to move to Boston, then 
considered a ‘‘mecca for young draughtsmen.”’

But, he had difficulty finding work there. Conse- 
quently, Le Boutillier got into the habit of apply- 
ing for and winning architectural and design 
contests. 

He spent five months in Europe in 1896, mak- 
ing a grand tour of the architectural history of 
Italy, France and England. Le Boutillier was 
profoundly moved by the ancient architecture 
and urban vistas which he sketched as he trav- 
eled. 

It was not until after his move to Boston that 
Le Boutillier began to be attracted by the philos- 
ophies of the arts and crafts movement. In es- 
sence this movement reacted against the 
mechanized production of the goods used in ev- 
eryday life. Hand craftsmanship was revived 
for the artistic production of household goods, 
from the house itself to the smallest vase. 

His respect for artistry and fine crafts- 
manship is evident in all his later endeavors. He 
delighted in building his own houses and person- 
ally hand-crafting their small details. Even 
though Le Boutillier abandoned the highly con- 
ventionalized arts and crafts patterns of ns eal 
ly design work, the basic philosophies of the 
movement guided all his artistic works 

In 1901 he was hired as chief designer at the 
Grueby Pottery, then at the cutting edge of inno- 
vation in American art pottery. His relationshi 
with Grueby was somewhat short-lived, but had 
profound and far-reaching influence on the firm 
and its reputation. Eventually, Le Boutillier was 
able to start his own architectural firm. He mar- 
ried Elie Wait of Glen Fall, N.Y. After the birth

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Gas Company Urges Safe Digging 


Officials at Bay State Gas Company’s Law- 
rence division headquarters have issued an ap- 
peal to anyone who plans to do any excavating of 
any type to be sure to call the dig safe program 
in advance. 

‘Placing that one call can help avoid danger- 
ous accidents and costly interruptions of utility 
services,” said John R. Snow, vice president 
and manager of the Lawrence division. “With 
the good weather here-and another construction 
season getting into full swing, it’s time for us to 
remind everyone once again of how important 
the dig safe programis.” 

The local division distributes natural gas to 
more than 37,000 customers in Lawrence, Me- 
thuen, Andover and North Andover via a net- 
work of more than 800 miles of underground gas 
mains and service lines. 

Damage to gas lines by third parties, such as 
contractors, municipal crews or homeowners, is 
the leading cause of accidents, service disr 
tions and the costly repair work that results, 
Snow said. 

‘This can be avoided,” he explained, “by sim- 
ply using the dig safe program properly. Under 
Massachusetts law, contractors and others must 
call Dig Safe at 1-800-322-4844 at least 72 hours 
before they do any excavating, whether it is on 
public or private land. Personnel from the gas, 
electric, telphone and cable television compa- 
nies will then come out within 72 hours and prop- 
erly mark the location of all underground 
utilities so they won’t be hit when digging. Just 
one call to the Dig Safe number results in each 
utility company being notified promptly.”

The Zoning Board of Appeals will hold 
seven public hearings at their next regu- 
lar meeting on June 4, one of which was 
withdrawn previously, without preju- 
dice, after abuttors expressed serious 
concerns about the proposal. 

Richard A. Donovan, owner of 
Ironstone Farm, 456 Lowell St., has 
resubmitted his petition to allow the con- 
struction of an enclosed riding facility.

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Tragedy Of USS Stark Noted | wih rn 
In Memorial Day Exercises 


By 11:30 a.m. last Monday, Andover 
was as quiet as if it were any other 
holiday. The streets were empty, and 
everyone was inside, away from the 
chill of the morning. 

You’d never have known that just 
an hour before, Main Street and its 
surrounding blocks were filled with 
thousands of people —paraders 
marching in military dress or toting 
bugles or waving American flags, 
bystanders cheering as they passed. 
The air was noisy with voices an 
music and musket fire. 

The Memorial Day parade and 
services organized by the town is an 
Andover tradition. Some of the ob- 
servers, like Marjorie Zabierek, were 
themselves former paraders. As she 
watched the Andover High School 
band round the corner of Florence 
Street, the alumna said, “I used to 
march in these when I was a kid. Of 
course, it was a lot bigger then.” 

According to many, the parade gets 
smaller every year. Richard Law- 
rence, who said he’s been going to the 
Memorial Day festivities for around 
30 years, thinks the parade has been 
shrinking annually. But his apprecia- 
tion of it, he said, is getting bigger. 

‘““As you get older, it becomes more 
meaningful,” Lawrence said. “You 
know more people who have died, and 
you are also more conscious of inter- 
national affairs.’ 

One of those affairs, the May 17 at- 
tack of an American ship, was in the 
forefront of Monday’s services. 

“We grieve for the men of the USS 
Stark,” said Navy Admiral Raymond 
R. Couture, principal speaker at serv- 
ices at Memorial Auditorium after the 
parade. Couture referred specifically 
to William Hansen, the 22-year-old 
petty officer from Reading, who was 
killed when the Stark was hit by Iraqi 
missiles. 

Couture took the place of retired 
Navy Rear Admiral Grace M. Hop- 
per, who was supposed to deliver the 
principal address Monday. Hopper 
fell and seriously injured her hip 
Thursday after she gave a commence- 
ment speech at Rutgers University. 

“The Navy was notified about (Hop- 
per’s injury),” said John J. Lewis, 
secretary of the Patriotic Holiday 
Committee, ‘“‘and came through with 
(Couture).’’ Lewis said Couture was 
the principal speaker at Andover’s 
Memoriai Day services several years 
ago. 

The theme of this year’s ceremonies 
was women veterans. A plaque in rec- 
ognition of Andover women who 
served in the armed forces was 
placed in Town Hall during the serv- 
ices. Twenty women who served dur- 
ing World War II and the Korean and 
Vietnam wars marched in the parade, 
and their names are on the plaque. 
Lewis said that any women veterans 
whom the town might have missed 
should contact the town offices. 

He said the idea for the theme came 
from John C. Doherty, a member of 
the Andover Patriotic Holiday Com- 
mittee and Vietnam veteran. 

“Some of those women were actual- 
ly combat women, nurses during

wars, and people just didn’t know that 
Andover women had served in the 
military,”’ Lewis said. ‘Finally they 
acknowledged the fact that women 
were there.”’ 

The opening and closing prayers of 
the services were given by the Rev. 
Norma Higbee, major of the Salvation 
Army Corps. Jennifer Wilson and 
Ryan Kelly, both of West Junior High 
School, recited, respectively, the

by heart. 

The paraders made a last trek 
around the block before sitting down 
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to lunch at Doherty Junior High 
School. The crowds stayed until the 
end. Some of them had to. Marc 
Levesque and his co-workers at CVS 
on Main Street watched the goings-on 
from the store window and waited for 
the onslaught of post-parade custom- 
ers. 

_ Dave Petrie said he used to march 
in the parade, first as a Boy Scout, 
then as an Air Force veteran of World 
War II. 

The most important reason for the 
parade, Petrie said, is that it “brings 
the community together. And that’s a 
difficult thing to do.” 
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Reenacting The Revolution

Norwood Keeney was in the Air 
Force during World War II. Now he’s 
a Revolutionary War colonel. 

For six years, Keeney has been 
playing the part of Col. John Stark, 
head of the First New Hampshire 
Regiment of 1775. Star. led his regi- 
ment into some of the war’s most 
important campaigns. 

Two centuries later, Keeney, who is 
from Unity, N.H., and some 35 other 
colonial history buffs, are commem- 
orating the First Regiment by reen- 
acting its battles as authentically as 
possible. 

“When we camp, we camp 18th cen- 
tury,’’ Keeney said. “All our officers 
are elected, which is the way it was 
done back then. Everybody plays 
their part, and it’s authentic from the 
time we start to the time we stop.” 

The Regiment’s soldiers take their 
act along the east coast, according to 
Keeney. Last Monday, they were in 
Andover for the town’s Memorial Day 
festivities. 

They have gone as far south as 
Savannah, Ga., parading, honoring 
military officers, competing in black 
powder shoots and tomahawk throw- 
ing, reenacting Revolutionary battles. 
This fall, they’ll be in England, pitted 


against recreated English forces. 

Keeney first saw the Regiment at a 
parade in Hudson, N.H., and said to 
his wife, ‘“That looks like fun.”” And 
he’s been involved ever since. 

“It seems like I’ve been in the orga- 
nization since 1774,” he said, “but 
actually it’s probably since 1974.” 

Each of the Regiment’s four compa- 
nies — riflemen, artillerymen, infan- 
trymen and fifers and drummers — is 
outfitted just like its historical coun- 
terpart. The riflemen’s clothes, for in- 
stance, were sewn from linen bought 
from the same European companies 
that supplied it in 1775..The other uni- 
forms are cut and dyed exactly as 
they were in the 1700s. Even the pewt- 
er buttons are authentic. 

The men carry — and occasionally 
fire — working replicas of 18th-cen- 
tury weaponry. They shot rifle volleys 
during the Andover parade and serv- 
ices that followed it. 

They are sticklers for detail, 
Keeney said, but that’s what makes 
membership in the Regiment so 
enjoyable and educational. 

“You really understand how an 
18th-century soldier had to survive,” 
he said. “Sometimes I wonder how 
they did.”

state role in governing municipalities as 
part of life in the post-Proposition 2% 
age, but towns do have one new responsi- 
bility of their own. 

As of April 1, towns now have jurisdic- 
tion over traffic lights and road signs, 
which Mahony said is a plus. Previously, 
when such matters were under state con- 
trol, many intersections had no traffic 
signs at all, since it would take so long to 
go through the state for acquire permis- 
sion for them. 

As a result of such open intersections, 
Mahony said, drivers began taking wider 
and wider turns, until ‘“T’’ shaped turns 
became ‘‘Y’’ shaped turns, and intersec- 
tions began resembling ‘‘bumper pool 
boards,” Mahony said. 

What the town seeks to do, he ex- 
plained, is to “‘close’’ these intersections, 
narrowing them to two or three lanes.

Similarly, the wave of comprehensive 
permit proposals in Andover will not 
have any immediate impact on traffic, 
Mahony said, at least not until some of 
the projects are passed by the town. ‘“‘We 
do traffic studies for each comp permit.

The Key to Results in Real Estate Bore 
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Board Reconsiders: Classes 
Resume After Labor Day 


At their last meeting on May 19, the 
Andover School Committee agreed to re- 
consider the school calendar issue and, 
after brief discussion, voted to go with 
the traditional schedule after all. 

Citing the late Labor Day this year, the 
committee originally voted to begin 
school prior to the holiday. Another con- 
cern was the fact that if all snow days 
were used, school would not get out until 
June 30. 

If additional snow days had to be made 
up, school would run into the Fourth of 
July holiday weekend and would also 
cause problems with the teachers’ con- 
tract, which runs only through June 30, 
and if school ran later, it would be possi- 
ble that schools would have to operate 
without teachers. 

But, despite those concerns, Superin- 
tendent Kenneth Seifert, before the 
meeting, commented that the early start 
schedule presented other problems—a 
reduction in athletic preparation time 
and teachers being out of town until La- 
bor Day weekend. Thus, the committee 
decided to reconsider. 

Seifert added that if there were to be 
serious diseussion to changing the cal- 
endar in the future, the selection of a cal-

endar committee would be a first step in 
the process. 


Some suggested changes to the cal-_ 


endar have been made from time to 
time—a one-week March vacation in- 
stead of two separate weeks in February 
and April, shortening the traditional 
February vacation to a long weekend, 
and having teacher preparation days be- 
fore Labor Day with students starting on 
the Tuesday following the holiday. But. 
at least for this year, the calendar will 
remain in its traditional form. 

Also in the area of different schedul- 
ing, Early Childhood Center Principal 
Linea Gershenberg presented the results 
of an Extended Daycare Planning Grant. 

As Gershenberg explained, the study 
suggests having. an extended day, run- 
ning kindergarten from 9 a.m.—3 p.m. in 
a separate kindergarten through grade 
two or three school. 

The kindergarten through grade two or 
three configuration of schools would pro- 
mote continuity and the 9 a.m.-3 p.m 
time frame would be necessary to offer 
full-time teachers full pay, although a 9 
a.m.-2 p.m. day would actually be pre- 
ferable. A 9 a.m.-l1 p.m. configuration 
was not acceptable due to the fact that a

lunch period would eat up all the additio- 
nal time. 

Committee member Margo Tilghman 
questioned the wisdom of an extended 
day kindergarten since, in the past, par- 
ents have kept their youngsters out of 
school systems so as not to rush their 
development. 

Gershenberg answered the concern by 
pointing out that there is minimal conti- 
nuity in the students’ day-to-day educa- 
tion, because long-term projects can't be 
done. With a new group of students com- 
ing in in the afternoon, the rooms have to 
be cleared and everything put away to 
begin their day at school. 

According to Gershenberg, when the 
study was completed, she was urged by 
the state to apply for a grant that would 
have paid for a pilot program to test the 
study results, but due to space con 
straints, it would not be possible to do a 
pilot at this time. 

There were two particular obstacles 
brought out regarding the implementa- 
tion of this proposal—since all kinder- 
gartners would be at school at the same 
time, rather than in shifts, the teaching 
staff and space allotment would both 
have to be doubled.
